Led Fight Against Cut in 
Re sliet Pay 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal., Dec. 20. 
—Pat Burke, leader of the Santa 


Barbara’s unemployed, who was ar- 
rested after a protest speech ag- 
ainst wage cuts and the poor qual- 
ity of food relief and was held for 
deportation to Ireland by immigra- 
tion authorities, will come up for 
trial December 22. Leo Gallagher, 
[. L. D. attorney, will defend him. 

Burke’s arest came shortly after 
a meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors, He, heading a committee, 
presented unemployed demands ag- 
ainst the proposed wage cut from 
$3.00 to $2.50 a day on county work 
and against overcharging and un- 
sanitary handling of food by the 
relief commissary. 

The Board of Supervisors, instead 
of obtaining an R. F. C. loan of 
$225,000 to which the county is en- 
titled, are reducing the wage scale 
instead and are lopping off the sal- 
aries of teachers and. city em- 
ployees, 

As a result of the reduced wage 
scale, many workers are unable to 
pay for water, light, clothing and 
other essentials because the cash 
received is less than the minimum 
rent. Also food prices charged at 
the commissary are in many cases 
30% higher than retail prices. 

A resolution adopted by 220 un- 
employed was presented to the 
Board by Burke, demanding im- 
mediate revoking of the order for 
wage reduction, better quality and 
food, and that a repre- 
sentative of the unemployed be in- 
cluded on all committees handling 
relief work. 

Later in the evening, at a meet- 
ing the Unemployed voted to pro- 
test the cut and call upon the work- 
ers not to report for work until the 
old rate was restored, 

Pickets were stationed at the 
county yard and were successful 
in persuading all but 58 of the 
usual 300 men not to go to work.

RICHMOND JOBLESS SCORE IN 
FIGHT AGAINST FORCED LABOR 


Force $4.50 Rate For Relief Work, But In

RICHMOND, Calif., Dec. 18.—A 
militant campaign waged here by 
the Unemployed Council against 
forced labor wrung an admission 
from the bosses that their original 
demand of three days’ work per 
week in return for grocery orders 
“all a mistake.” Their mouth- 
piece, Supervisor James Long, hur- 
ried to announce that the workers 
will be “paid” at the rate of $4.50 
per day in groceries and will only 
be called upon to work up to the 
amount of relief drawn.

L.A. Jobless Sold Out by 
Co-operative Leaders 


Unemployed Council Calls Upon Cooperative 
Relief Rank And File For United Front 


LOS ANGELES, Calif., Dee. 
The most brazen “sell-out” of 150, 
000 jobless workers of Los Angeles 
took place here this morning in the 
chamber of the County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Several hundred rank-and-file 
members of the L, A. Unemployed 


Cooperative Relief Association, a re- 


lief organization with some thirty 
units in the county, representing 
40,000 families of unemployed work- 
ers, were crowded in the chamber 
council when their leader, Boyd, 
head of the Central Council of the 
organization, betrayed them 

Boyd, after a secret conference 
with Superintendent Shaw, was 
granted the floor to present the 
demands of the rank-and-file of the 
Unemployed Cooperative Relief, 

These demands called for $10,000, 
monthly appropriation by the 
Board of Supervisors for relief pur- 
poses, and were presented in con- 
junction with demands upon the 
City Council for emergency food re- 
lief as the Cooperative’s “commis- 
sarit” was depleted. 


TELLS WORKERS TO GET OUT 


But instead of presenting the de- 
mands, Boyd arose and addressed

workers, “Acting as your legal re- 
presentative and adviser” he said, 
“in order that this matter does not 
take on the appearance of a form 
of mass coercion, I advise every 
individual here to leave the room.’ 

For a moment, the workers were 
stunned. Then they shuffled to 
their feet and walked out, bewild- 
eredly discussing Boyd’s action. 
Boyd, conscious of his mistake in 
betraying the workers to their 
faces, felt the necessity for further 
explanation, and shouted, “There 
will be a meeting at the Warehouse 
this aftenoon to explain this mat- 
ter.” After the workers were gone, 
Shaw asked Boyd if he wished to 
read the petition to the Board, but 
Boyd declined, saying he would 
leave it in their hands, 


WORKERS SWING TO U. C, 


A group of rank-and-file members

Pointing out that the King Coun- 
ty march shows the fraportance of 
every worker being represented in 
any militant action for relief, since 
the government feels the necessity 
of feeding only those who demand 
it, the call recommends that every

The 
strike committee, from check-ups at 
their regular meetings reports that 
the increased efforts of scabherding 
agencies have been unable to re- 
cruit any strikebreakers. Growing 
more desperate for pruners as rainy 
weather continues, the bosses are 
spreading stories that the strike is 
over, but to no avail. 

The International Labor Defense 
and the National Committee for 
Defense of Political Prisoners are

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Dee. 22.— 
Their “Investigating Committee” to

wash bucket again last night. 

Twenty-five men and women 
strikers present at the meeting in 
the Labor Temple were arbitrarily 
refused the floor and when one of 
them hurled the challenge at Buck, 
“Did you cut wages at Vacaville.”

President Ennis 
returned the compliment by telling 
the strikers they need expect no 
help from “organized labor’-——mean- 
ing the A. F. L.—in their fight 
against Buck’s gang.

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 21.-—As a 
result of the. mass demanstration 
December 6 in support of the na- 
tional hunger march, the Unem- 
ployed Council forced the city coun- 
cil to grant a joint session of the 
members of the city council and 
county. commissioners. 

The joint session was held De- 
cember 20, at which a committee 
of, nine presented the demands 
backed, by a packed room of unem- 
ployed. 

Fred. Walker, spokesman of the 
committee, spoke on the conditions, 
discrimination and demands of the 
unemployed. Walker, in referring 
ta the proposed Loan from the R. 
i. C, for building projects, pointed 
out that if it is not to serve the 
railroads and bankers, it should. be 
used. for purposes that would serve 
the interests of workers, suggest- 
ing that. Hoovervilles be cleaned up 
and decent workers’ living quarters 
should be built. 

City Commissioner Riley made an 
attempt to defend the relief system 
for single men, He stated “food at 


the Portland Commons (the flop 
house) was substantial but 1 


wouldn't recommend it as a steady 
diet.” This was met with scorn by 
| workers who had experience at the 
Commons, sometimes referred to 
affectionately as “Mac Larens dog 
house,” 

A representative of the Unem- 
ployed Citizens League took the 
floor and started a denunciation of 
unemployment insurance which 
brought boos from the workers. He 
used the argument that workers 
“don't want charity” and we don't 
want a “nation of beggars.” He was 
very careful not to present the pro- 
posal of the UCL leaders and only 
referred to a proposition before the 
state legislature to issue “scrip,” a 


forced labor scheme to make work-} qaorum, but were kept in by troops,

His statement was answered by the 
delegation pointing out that unem- 
ployment insurance is not “charity” 
it is simply a matter of the work- 
ers forcing the capitalists to return 
part of the wealth stolen from the 
workers. 

The commissioners had to admit 
the conditions described by the 
delegation and “promised” to make 
changes to overcome some of them. 
The workers realized however that 
the only way to get their demands 
is to carry on greater struggles and 
especially to make the coming state 
hunger march on January 9 a mass 
struggle to wrest immediate con- 
cessions from the state and bosses,

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MOONEY'’S OLD “FRIENDS” AGAIN 


An editorial in the December 2 ‘‘Labor Clarion,” organ 
of the San Francisco Labor Ceuncil was headed with the 
title “Should Reopen Mooney Case.’ It comments on the 
appeal for a new trial for Mooney of the committee of 
prominent individuals who recently appeared before Rolph 
considering it the “strongest appeal yet made.” 

Ii this means anything at all it signifies the tremendous 
demand for a “Free Mooney Campaign” in the rank of 
the A. F. of L. Even the misleaders, to maintain some 
confidence among the rank and file are compelled to make 
some pretense at being for Mooney’s freedom. At least 
in editorials. 

It is very significant that this follows immediately after 
the yreat San Francisco Auditorium Meeting for Mooney 
at which 18,000 attended, and on the Eve of a statewide 
tour covering 23 cities with similar meetings. The meet- 
ine demonstrated to these fakers the force behind the 
Mooney campaign. They know that despite all their op- 
position thousands of A, F. of L. members attended, and 
repudiated the treacherous policy of the leaders. 

Their sudden interest now in the Mooney issue, is only 
for the purpose of shifting the attention of the rank and 
file away from the movement that is really making the 
fight on the Mooney issue. They would again like to kill 
the campaign as they did when they had hold of it. 

The best authority on this point is Tom Mooney him- 
self who in the pamphlet “Labor Leaders Betray Tom 
Mooney” points out mast clearly how the fight for his 
freedom was knifed by some of the very same gentlemen 
who are now again adopting resolutions calling for his 
freedom, . 

And the San Francisco Central Labor Council was the 
vanguard of all of them. Among those that Mooney holds 
most responsible for the betrayal is John O’Connell, 
secretary of the S. F. Central Labor Council. Sharrenberg, 
secretary of the State Federation of Labor is also named 
among the most treacherous. 

Furthemore, aren’t the San Francisco Council and the 
California State Federation the most staunch supporters of 
the Rolph administration, which keeps Mooney in Jail? 

Again isn’t it only three months since the representat- 
ive of the Mooney Molders’ Defense was beaten up and 
thrown out of the State Federation Convention at Modesto 
and threatened with lynching? 

Thousands ef members in the American Federation of 
Labor Unions will take these gestures for what they are 
worth—-Pure Humbug. The rank and file in the local 
unions and many locals officially are joining the united 
front being built in support of the large Mooney meetings. 


They see the Mooney Molders Committee, the Inter- 
national Labor Defense, and the Communist Party as the 
backbone of the fight for Mooney’s freedom. 


SMASH THE CRIMINAL SYNDICALISM ACT! 


The attempt to railroad a militant worker, Peter 
Panagoupoulus, to jail on the basis of the Criminal 
Syniicalism Act, brings sharply to the fore the necessity 
of smashing once and for all this vicious anti-labor law. 
“~~That this law was designed to be used as a club by all 
the reactionary forces in the state has been proven again 
and again. More than 600 have been prosecuted under 
this law since it was enacted. These were in all instances 
for activity in the labor movement. 

It was used to behead the strike of the bitterly ex- 
ploited Imperial Valley workers in 1930. The last of those 
imprisoned, Comrade Emery, is still in San Quentin. 

Even though defeated in the famous Long Beach trial 
the Los Angeles authorities are determined to use this law 
in their attempt to throttle the rising struggles of the 
workers. 

With the opening of the New Year a drive will be 
launched to rally tens of thousands of workers and farm- 
ers in California to repeal the Criminal Syndicalism Law. 
A call has now been issued to all working class organiza- 
tions to join the fight. 

Two hundred and twenty-five thousand signatures 
must be obtained. This may seem like a tremendous figure, 
but the experiences of the last drive prove that it is pos- 
sible. That is, provided we get started immediately, throw 
all our forces into it and utilize the entire year 1933 for 
the great job.

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Social Insurance Bill 


(To Be Introduced By the Hunger Marchers to the State Legislature) 


An act providing for Social Unemployment Insur- 
ance to all workers who are unemployed or unable to 
work because of sickness, injury, maternity or old age. 


Sec. 1. This act shall be known as the State Social Un- 
employment Insurance Act. 

The purpose of this act is to provide payment 
of Unemployment Insurance to all workers who 
are unemployed or unable to work because of 
sickness, injury, maternity or old age.

Children Demand. 
Relief from L. A. 


Supervisors Board 


LOS ANGELES, Calif., Dee. 21.— 
This morning, a delegation of 35 
children, including 15 Negroes, ac- 
companied by 15 adults, visited the 
Board of Supervisors and demanded 
$20,000 more appropriation for PTA 
relief activities for needy children, 
3 hot meals daily, proper hospital 
and medical attention, etc. 

Several families present testified 
as specific cases requiring immed- 
iate relief. The Supervisors refused 
to give a definite answer, stating 
that they would privately confer 
with the PTA (Parents - Teachers 
Association) and make public the 
results at a later date. The delega- 
tion asked for a written and signed 
statement of what proposals would 
be made to the PTA by the Super- 
visors’ Board, but Supervisor Shaw 
brought the meeting to a close 
abruptly. 

As the delegation left, they shout- 
ed ironically “Christmas Greetings” 
to the Supervisors, calling attention 
to the plight of unemployed work- 
ers’ families on Christmas, while 
the fat-bellied Supervisors dined 
lavishly. Throughout the interview, 
the Supervisors were inattentive, 
rudely interrupting the workers’ 
reports and statements,

We had just finished visiting the 
graves of John Reed, C. E. Ruthen- 
berg, Bill Haywood and Comrade 
McManus of the British Communist 
Party, all of whom were buried 
along the Kremlin Wall. We rested 
in the shadow of the Lenin Mau- 
soleum. It was Fall 1928. Moscow 
in the Fall had a sombre, even 
gloomy appearance. The atmos- 
phere was “old world.” The tre- 
mendous Socialist Construction go- 
ing on had not yet changed the 
outward appearance of Red Square. 

We were discussing Lenin's 
greatness. I don’t remember any 
exact words but the thoughts are 
yet clear in my memory: 

Lenin’s ability to contribute so 
heavily to the revolutionary move- 
ment did not lie in his profound 
theoretical understanding alone. He 
had equipped himself as a skilled 
writer, a shrewd organizer, a clear 
j/and convincing speaker, and a sys- 
tematic worker. Maybe we cant 
all develop all these qualities and to 
the degree he attained but we can 
conscienciously develop some of 
them and put them at the service 
of the Party. History produces few 
such giants as was Comrade Lenin. 
Even in the last century, which 
moved so rapidly and was so event- 
ful, there was a lapse of sixty 
years between the emergence of 
Marx and that of his greatest pupil. 
And since the vast majority of 
individuals cannot reach their sta- 
ture, We can each of us develop in 
ourselves and contribute some of 
the qualities they had and thereby 
collectively give the working class 
the leadership it deserves. 

That sumarizes Engdhal’s philo- 
sophy of leadership. And he earn- 
estly tried to live up to it. 


Leader of Center in S. P. 


We remember him first at the 
time of the Left Wing Split from 
the Socialist Party. None of us 
were then very strong in Leninist 
understanding. Louis was even less 
so. But he was deeply sincere. 
The reaction to the traitorous cour- 
se of the Hilquit-Berger leadership 
for the support of the Imperialist 
war and against the Russian Revo- 
lution was not always understood 
in all its implications. 

After the Christmas Convention 
in 1921, where we organized the 
WORKERS’ PARTY, Engdhal was 
one of the happiest comrades we 
knew. He confided that he had 
been full of doubts during the time 
that his group kept its center op- 
position, that the splits in the un- 
derground Communist Parties help- 
ed to keep him from taking the 
decisive steps towards us but now 
that unity had been consumated he 
felt launched on the revolutionary 
road. 


Hard Worker 


Since 1921 we were in fairly cons- 
tant contact. All his activity was 
marked by a simple devotion to 
his tasks the intensity of which is 
not very common, even in our move- 
ment. He kept the longest hours. 
He was almost never late. On the 
Daily Worker editorial staff we 
know, of weeks at a stretch when 
because of the small inadequate 
staff he worked fully 18 to 20 
hours a day. Comrades fifteen 
years younger than he sagged at 
the pace and relaxed but Engdhal 
would be in at nine every morning 
and at two the next morning he 
was yet working reading the news 
to prepare his next day’s editorials. 

In Moscow, where it is possible 
to take things easier because of 
the 7 hour day, etc., Louis worked 
constantly, If his “must” duties 
ended, he took to writing articles 
for papers in every part of the 
world. He never refused a request 
to fill a speaking date, write an 
article, or help steer a demonstra- 
tion unless he was actually en- 
gaged in Party work elsewhere. 

During election campaigns he 
made more agitational speeches 
than several other candidates com- 
bined. Yet through all our close 
association with him in the editing 
of the Daily Worker, in the Inter- 
national Labor Defense, in our co- 
working in the Comintern in Mos- 
cow, during election campaigns, 
etc., we never heard him once com- 
plain of having too much to do. 
Such qualities are as rare as they 
are precious. Those happily few 
but still too many of our comrades, 
who keep “union” hours, dodge 
extra assignments and constantly 
complain should look at a stalwart 
working class leader, Comrade J. 
Louis Engdhal, and take example. 


Leader of Jobless 


In demonstrations he was a lion. 
We particularly recall the de-

monstration at N. Y. City Hall on 
October 16, of either 1929 or 1930, 
Engdhal was leader of the steering 
committee Inside the Board of Es- 
timate chambers, we were assigned 
leadership of the steering eommit- 
tee outside, After his speech before 
the ‘Tammany robbers in which in 
the few minufes he was al- 
lowed. he ~vigorously denounced 
them, he was seized by the police 
and out. The City Hall

rushed 


building was cleared for a distance - 


ot several hundred yards in any 
direction, 

On the edge of the police lines 
were many thousands of peopice 
waiting. When he came out, des- 
pite the threats of seore of uni- 
formed and plainclothes thugs who 
seized him, he mustered all his 
strength, stood his ground, and be- 
gan a speech urging the workers 
to break the police lines and come 
hear his report on what went in- 
side. We sueceéeded in breaking 
the lines. However, several hund- 
red police trom out the basement, 
and from the back of the building, 
on horseback, motercyele and afoot 
assailed the defenseless gathering, 
They drove us down Broadway. 
Our committee was scattered by 
the rush. As the mass approached 
the Woolworth building we decided, 
to make a stand. We raised him 
in front of the building wall and 
he again began his speech. 

At least ten thousand workers 
surrounded us and it took the 
police more than twenty minutes 
to break through. During all this 
time they swung their clubs at him 
from on top of their horses but it 
was ineffectual because they could 
not get close enough, But Engdhal’s 
speech, arousing the mass to ever 
mounting enthusiasm did not stop, 
Finally the police broke through. 
In a flash Engdhal was atop a 
parked automobile continuing his 
speech. Before he could again rally 
enough workers to protect him how- 
ever, it seemed as if all the 18,000 


polite in New Yorke swooped down 


nnd arrested him. Even then sev- 
eral dozen cops had to hold him 
in a corner of the building to keep 
him from breaking through and 
finishing his speech. 

Those who were with him at the 
Pittsburg convention of the I. L. D. 
remember his aggressive leadership 
in the fight against a Jim Crow 
hotel. 


Oscar Ameringer—A Contrast 


These were characteristic. Some 
time later in San Francisco, by 
chance we met Oscar Ameringer, 
a cynical, obviously “licked,” “soc- 
jalist” party editor who had worked 
with Engdhal, I believe on the 
Milwaukee Leader. Ameringer ex- 
pressed .wonder that Louis should 
have shown such fighting qualities, 
He related how timid Engdhal was 
on the Leader and how quiet and 
retiring he was in the Socialist 
Party generally, “Oh!” said Am- 
eringer, “we all go through these 
stages. Enthusiasms, that’s what 
they are. Engdhal will learn. When 
he gets like me he won't be so 
‘idealistic.’ He will be more ‘ma- 
terialistic.’ Out for all he can get,” 
and he snickered complacently at 
this “joke.” It was disgusting, and 
typical of the old degenérated 
“socialists.” 


Ameringer and his type will 
never understand the fine deep 
sincerity and self-sacrificing of such 
a2 man as was Comrade Engdhal. 
They look upon the movement as 
legitimate prey for increasing their 
business as lawyers, insurance men 
or print shop owners, which is Am- 
eringer’s racket. 


J. Louis went back to Moscow 
about four yearg after our talk at 
the base of the Lenin Mausoleum. 
But things were different. Red 
Square was paved. So was all 
Moscow. New factories, new build- 
ings, electrification, a vast industry 
in the country where darkness once 
ruled, even the Mausoleum had its 
wood replaced with marble. He 
had finished his. tour of Europe 
with Mrs, Wright. He saw the on- 
ward march of the revolution in 
Germany, Poland and elsewhere 
bringing nearer the new world, and 
a newer and happier day. So when 
he died he knew his work was not 


lost. That he did not labor in 
vain. 


And now Comrade Engdhal is 
dead! We have lost one whom we 
greatly loved. We will miss his 
energy and devotion in carrying 
forward our work. The’ working- 
class will not forget him. The his- 
tory of militant labor in the Unitea 
States cannot be written without 
due tribute to the devoted activities 
of this worthy leader of our move- 
ment.
